Applicant argued Grimes leads away from a unified representation of definition language constructs and programming language 
constructs. First, Aho clearly discussed the concepts of symbol trees and internal compiler representations. Second, Grimes provided a 
modified C++ language (page 2, first paragraph under "How is Attribute ..."). This demonstrated the compiler integrating IDL and 
programming and thus a unified internal representation. Additionally, note attributes not required to replace code (fourth paragraph on 
page 3). Concerning claim 21, Applicant is pointed to page 2 third paragraph under section "How is Attribute ..." (as cited in previous 
action). Thus, having addressed Applicant's concerns, the rejection is maintained.. 
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
